General Dons Uniform To 
Sweep Streets; Is Refused

VIENNA—Jews today donned 
top hats and holiday garb to carry 
out enforced street-sweeping while 
the head of the Jewish Veterans’ 
Legion shamed Nazi Storm Troop- 
ers into retiring when he reported 
for work in general’s uniform and 
medals. 

Storm Troopers called at the 
home of General Sommer, head of 
the Jewish veterans and a leading 
monarchist, to summon him for 
street-cleaning work. Asking per- 
mission to change his clothes, he 
appeared in full general’s uniform, 
with all his medals, and announced 
he was ready to proceed. The

Moved by the spirit of his ges- 
ture, today Jews drafted for work 
near the Jewish community build- 
ings put on top hats and syna- 
gogue apparel to sweep streets, 
halls and stairways.

Mr. Cohen also wired seven B’nai 
B'rith district presidents in Amer- 
ica to form a national committee 
to enable the organization to fulfill 
its pledge of cooperation. 

Mr. Hull’s proposal was describ- 
ed in a wire by Mr. Goldman as 
“inspiring and encouraging to all 
who believe in political freedom 
and the spiritual values of life.” 
Mr. Goldman offered his organiza- 
tion’s “cooperation in any possible 
way to attain your humanitarian 
objective.” 

Under the agreement, the United 
States itself would be able to 
cept immediately nearly 18,000 re- 
fugees. The immigration quota for 
Germany remaining until June 30, 
is 16,935, and the Austrian, 1,000. 
New quotas totalling 25,957 be- 
come effective July 1.

YORK—The American Jewish Congress made public this 
week “A Call to American Jews” to participate in elections to be held

congress in New York in September. 
The convention, the second of its kind in the history of American 
Jewry, will deliberate on the defense of Jewish rights in Austria, Ger- 


many, Poland, Rumania and other | 
parts of the world. It will be held 
in conjunction with a session of the | 
Administrative Committee of the 
World Jewish Congress, which is | 
also being arranged for September | 
in New York. 


The “call’ was adopted by the | 
A. J. C. Administrative Committee 
at a meeting March 22 after re-| 
ports by Dr. Stephen S. Wise and 
Louis Lipsky. | 

The elections will be held not 
only to select delegates, “but cer- | 
tain decisive issues are to be sub-| 
mitted to a plebiscite of the Jews | 
in America, and every man going 
to the polls to vote will be called | 
upon to express his opinion with 
regard to these vital issues.” 

It does not suffice, the call says, | 
“to confine responsibility for Jew- | 
ish destiny within a circle of an) 
interested philanthropic _leader- 
ship...... The strength of protest | 
and the specific influence of the 
Jews in America can come only 
from the arousal of a general mass 
sentiment in which every individual 
participates.” 

“For the first time,” the call 
says, “American Jewry will dis- 
cuss the issues of Jewish life not 
with professional agents, or phil- 
anthropic patrons, but with the 
accredited representatives of the 
afflicted Jewish communities, They 
will come to us. We shall invite 
them to partake of American hos- 
pitality. It will be a conference 
of World Jewry on free soil. To- 
gether we shall work out the plans 
that are to be followed for the de- 
fense of Jewish rights. And when 
the sessions of the Administrative 
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Committee will be adjourned, these 
representatives will be asked to de- 
liver messages to the various large 
Jewish communities in the United 
States in order to bind up, in com- 
mon support of the cause, and un- 
derstanding of what it means, all 
sections of American Jewry......

The last of the three 
kinds wag Solomon, whose crown- 
ing achievement was the erection 
of the Temple, 





Jewish communal activities -in 
the United States, prior to 1800, 
were largely connected with the 
Synagogue.

The faithful friend writes, in 
commending the editorial on Aus- 
tria, headed, “Helplessness-Human 
Helplessness” that it is filled with 
the tears of compassion for my 
brothers across the water.”

All very logical, 
and certainly enheartening, But on 
every side, people come to me and 
report conversations they overhear 
in which Hitler is praised and the

Will The Jews Default On The U.S. Emigration Proposal? 


| the first wave of gratefulness to President 
Roosevelt for his promulgation of the proposal 
for the salvaging of a great number of refugees 
from political persecution, Jews must not forget 
that with the opportunity thus presented them is 
also thrust upon them a grave obligation. And 
if history is any criterion, it must be pointed out, 
Jews wil] refuse to accept that obligation, and 
will fall down miserably in much the same man- 
ner as they did when Palestine was offered to 
them as a Homeland. 

Money will be needed. 

Jews of the United States will be called upon 
to raise funds sufficient to provide for transpor- 
tation and support of relatives brought to these 
and other shores from Germany, Austria, and any 
other nations where because of political consid- 
erations they are being persecuted. And the 
money will not be measured in the pitifully small 
sums which so many Jewish people have hereto- 
fore considered munificent. Between now and 
July 1, 1989, there is the possibility, providing 
the funds are forthcoming, for the admittance 
into the United States of approximately 44,000 
political refugees from just Germany and Aus- 
tria alone. Of this number 18,000 may be admit- 
ted between now and July 1, at which time the 
new yearly quota of about 26,000 for the two 
countries comes into effect. 

Will the Jews of the United States again in 
1948 look back and sigh that they missed a golden 
opportunity as we today in 1938 regret that Pal- 
estinian lands were not purchased in large areas 
in 1928 so that the 44,000 mentioned above, and 
444,000 and more might today be migrating to 


Palestine, to their own permanent home, where 
they would be admitted not on suffrance but with 
a glowing welcome. 

If the administration of world proposal opens 
a new vista for immigrants who would seek these 
shores as a haven, it also crystalizes world at- 
tention on the problem of political refugees, a 
problem which every country has heretofore pain- 
fully avoided. The bold declaration by the Unit- 
ed States admits for the first time in a concrete 
way that the refugees of political oppression are 
an international obligation, and not specifically a 
problem of those countries who by historical 
chance happen to adjoin oppressor nations. 

Then too with the United States taking the 
lead, other nations, and other governments, some 
with actual need of virile immigration, will open 
their portals to the oppressed of the world. The 
number the United States may admit may be 
small in comparison with what other nations may 
allow to enter. 

The proposal is still in a dangerous stage, 
and still at the whim of international winds and 
events. But the first and important step has been 
taken. Is there a chance that the proposal, after 
actual inauguration, shal] fail by reason of Jew- 
ish default. To be sure national Jewish organ- 
izations like the B’nai B’rith, the J. D. C., and 
the American Jewish Congress have proferred 
their every assistance, but they are the voice 
of the few Jewish-minded leaders. The real sup- 
port must come from that great mass of 5,000,000 
Jews scattered throughout the nation. It is dif- 
ficult to believe that the Jews will deny their 
own brethren, but with the Palestine debacle so 
recent, it definitely is not impossible. 


Hadassah Goes Into Action 


I’ there is need at this late date for any further 
assurance of the greatness of Hadassah and the 


saintliness of its great founder, Henrietta Szold, 
it may be proferred in the celerity with which 
arrangements are being made for the transfer 


of Austrian Jewish children from their Nazi-rid- ~ 


den country to Palestine. 

While the wires are telling the first story of 
the ouster of Jewish students from grade and 
high schools and the institution of “ghetto 
benches”, even in some cases by tearful teachers, 
a cable arrives from the 77-year-old leader say- 


ing that she will try to secure the removal of 
Austrian children of school age under the new 
immigration schedule of Palestine which places 
no restriction on the entry of students into the 
country. 

If the Youth Aliyah had been the sole con- 
tribution of Miss Szold to Jewish upbuilding, it 
would have earned for her and for Hadassah a 
permanent place in Jewish history. As it is the 
aliyah is another Jewel in Hadassah’s crown, and 
a jewel, which shines the brighter, unfortunate 
though it is, at every renewal and intensifica- 
tion of persecution and oppression.
